A London dispatch says: The most 
regal banquet place of king or em- 
penor eyer witnessed and a gorgeous 
Shakespearean ball under the auspices 
of noted society leaders stand forth 
as shining features of the second day 
of coronation week. The banquet in 
Buckingham palace tonight was a 
scene of imperial granduer, so far 


as the assembly of royal and eniment! 


personages, the setting of costly mag- 
niflcence and beautiful decorations 
could combine to make it. 

The king and queen entertained the 
visiting and English royalties, all the 
special foreign delegations, the foreign 
ambassadors and ministers, the offi- 
cers of state and the household, the 
members of the cabinet and former

The two largest apartments in the 
palace, the bail room and the picture 
gallery, which adjoin, were utilized 
as a banqueting hall.

If we 
would get out the stumps and use 
harrows and cultivators we could 
make larger crops with much less 
labor than wenow use. One man 
here cut tied and shocked over ten 
acres of oats per day and in five 
days saved an oat crop he could 
never have saved by man power 
alone.

The first school of whales sighted 
off the Delaware capes in a decade 
was seen basking in the sunshine 
down there Saturday waiting for a 
skilful seagoing hunter, according to 
passengers on the liner Seneca, Forty 
whales were counted by the Seneca's 
officers, a record for coastwise whale 
seeing craft. 

The steamer Ypsiranga, with Gen 
eral Porfirlo Diaz on board, arrived 
at Plymouth, Eng., from Santander 
and proceeded for Havre. General 
Diaz did not land. Captain West, of 
the British navy, boarded the steamer 
and greeted General Diaz on behalf 
of England. 

W. &. DeLaFontaine, of Chicago, 
was instantly killed, and £. C. Patter: 
son and H H, Allen seriously injured 
when Patterson’s automobile skidded 
and turned turtle, pinning the men 
underneath on the Goshen road, two 
miles south of Elkhart, Ind. The 
party was on its way to Cleveland. 

A terrific typhoon devastated tha 
coast and, according to reports receiv: 
ed at Tokio, Japan, hundreds of fishing 
boats have been sunk with heavy loss 
of life. The storm has swept inland 
and is said to have destroyed several 
small towns. It is believed that at 
least 200 have been killed.
